SUBJECT: Ascertaining that all offensive 
weapons are out of Cuba 


QUESTION : How can we be certain that all the offensive 

weapons are out of Cuba and not hidden in caves 
and warehouses? 


ANSWER : There is no positive way of assuring that all of 
Russia's offensive weapons are indeed out of Cuba 
unless we have an adequate system of on-site inspect 
tion. We have, and are, insisting upon such veri- 
fication. In the absence of such verification we 
will continue our air surveillance. Incidentally, 
while such surveillance cannot, of course, detect 
hidden missiles, it can detect any movement of 
these missiles necessary for their use; you cannot 
fire a missile from a cave.
